Report of Adjutant Geuer*! Unylord. 


We have been permitted to look over the 


mBnuscript of the forthcoming annual re- 
port of Adjutant Qaylord, to the Governor. 
It ia much more full and e) tborate than 
any previous report from that department. 
From il wo make tho following abstract. 
The report opens with Home account of 
what bah been done in regard to tho 


OROAVIPitn STATG MILITIA, 


provided for by tho act of the last 
ture. 
The act in qucntion was among tho 


last which patmed ttie legislature, and ow- 
ing to tho lateness of tho senaon bcloro 
uniforms could be obtained and arms did- 
tributed, tho order for a public parade last 
autumn was omitted. 


A. number oi defects are noticed in the 


hastily prepared militia law. 
Tho penal- 


ties for neglect of duty are insufficient to 
secure a careful attendance upon military 
drill. 
No effective mode is provided to en- 


force the payment of 61108. An amend- 
ment is recommended providing for their 
collection by judgment and 
execution. 


There is no provision for courts martial. 
Compensation ought to be provided for thu 
time occupied in public musters and pa- 
rades, the mere matter of military dinplay 
being no longer a sufficient incitement to 
men to engage in auch demonstrations. 
It is also recommended that the organized 
militia be uniformed by the state, that a 
term of service be fixed, after which the 
person who has performed it, shall be ex 
emt from military duty. 
Exemptions from 


jury service and poll tax are also recom- 
mended. 


Til It K.VKOI I.tl) M1I.1T1A, 


Tho quota of organised militia having 


been rained, it has not been deemed advisa- 
ble to incurthe expense of a r ew enrolLient 
during the present year. 
Ihe sheriffs en- 


rollment ot 1802, aU'urdtd a basis approxi- 
raatc'y correct for obtaining the quotas of 
the several counties, in case it were nocrn 
sary to draft in order to fill up the organ- 
ized militia. 
By these returns it appears 


that the total number of wen subject to 
military duty from whom men mav yet bu 
drafted by order of tho governor, ia Do,- 
812. 


THE VOLUNTEER BEKMCt. 


The Adjutant General's report of last 


year was nut made till the 3LHt uf Uecem 
Der. 
The law now requires it to ho made 


on the 30th of September. 
Tho present ro- 


port, therefore, covers but ft nine nuinth's 
record. 
At tho opening of the present 


year there hnd been organized and sent in 


LO the service of the goneral government 
rrom this stale thirty-one regituenta of in 
Pantry (exclusive of the old first regiment 
of three months' men reorganized), threu 
regiments and ono company ot cavalry, 
twelve b. iteries ot light artillery, and oui« 
company (G,) of Uerdau's Sharpshooters. 
There wero then in the state, yet incom- 
plete, three regiments ofinfnntry, the 27tb, 
31st, and 31th regiments, tlio latter being 
Jratied militia for nine uiontln. The HO 
left the state early in the spring. 
Tho term 


of Hervi^o of thu 3 Uh expire don the 
17th 


of August last, but through tho delay of 
the paymaster, it was not mustered out of 
the scrv ce until Sept. 8. A considurabln 
number of men from this regiment havo 
re enlisted in tho 33th, now in course of 
organization at camp Wuahburn, Mil wan 
kee. 


During the paot summer threo compv 


nies of heavy artillery have been raised 


hich with that already in the service con 


stitutes the battalion that Capt. Muaaervoy 
was authorized in June last by the war de- 
partment to organize. 


Authority was given in May last to raiso 


the 13th battery of light artillery, but tho 
progress of it has buun very alow, at tho 
date of the report only ninety men being 
mustered in. 


Tho high bounties offered for volunteers 


iii the old regiments, has interfered with

On the subject of allowing credits by 


towns and wards to the several localities ot 
thu state, rhe Adjutant General anyn: 


" Your Excellency urged the expectation 


under former promises from both the Stale 
and United States authorities, and the jus- 
tice of crediting each locality upon thin 
draft with its excess over former calls. 
To 


thin, consent was at first given, with tho 
added direction that thu people of each lo- 
cality should make out new lists of all vul- 
untetH claimed, giving the company uud 
regiment in which each person had served, 
that comparison might bo nmdu with thu 
muster mils in iho in tho Adjutant Geuo 
ral's oflice at Washington. The experience 
oi the Department in other States, whuie 
a similar course waa undettalcuu, soon 
proved this to be impracticable, as \vaa ap- 
parent from the beginning, tu all who had 
any knowledge of the amount of labor and 
delay involved m it, and the Government 
declared its inability to give credit to local- 
ities for any excess heretofore furnished, 
and announced that credits would be allow- 
ed only by Congressional districts. 
A 


statement was then prepared by Congres- 
sional dibtrictH, reducing the erroneous ex- 
cess in each in proportion to the number 
heretofore claimed, aud bringing the total 
to the exact credit allowed by the War De- 
partment. This was presented to the De 
pertinent by your Excelluucy in person, 
with the renewed request that the Govern- 
ment should take thu enrollment oi voluu 
teers as made in 18G2, as a basis, and 
through the sub districts enrolling officers 
in the state secure a correct revision of 
the same, and then by give the proper cred- 
it to each lucality entitled thereto. This 
was deemed entirely feasible, from the fact 
that the government had already in the 
state the .Machinery necessary to secure 
this result, with but a temporary delay. 
Although persistently urged, with the as- 
surance that with our experience the paet 
year such a plan was proven to be practi- 
cable, all attempts to convince the Depart 
meut prowd futile; they had concluded 
upon the plan announced and declined fur- 
ther aigutiunt on the subject."

Report of Adjutant -General -Gaylord. 


We bavobecn permitted to look over-tbe 


manuscript of the forthcoming aunua.1 re- 
port of Adjntant Gaylord,to the Governor. 
It ia much more full and- -elaborate, than 
any previous.report from that department. 
From it we .make -the .following abstract, 
The report opens with some 'account of 
what hab been done in regard to the 


"ORGANIZED STATE MILITIA, 


provided for by the act of the last legisla- 
ture. The act ia question was-among-tbo 
l&st which passed the lesislature, •a'nd'o'w- 
ing to the lateness"'of the season before 
uniforms could be obtained and arras dis- 
tributed, the'order.-for.a public parade last 
autumn was omitted.. 


A number of defects are noticed in .the 


hastily prepared- militia law.,...The penal- 
ties for neglect of .-duty.arc .insufficient to 
secure a careful;attendance upon-military 
drill. No effective mode is provided to en 
force tho payment of .fiiies. .-An- amend- 
ment is recommended, providing for- their 
collection fay.judgment, -and...execution. 
There is no provision for..courts, .martial. 
Compensation ought to be provided for. the 
time occupied in public musters and pa- 
rades, the mere matter of. military display 
being no longer a sufficient, incitement to 
men to engage in such, demonstrations. 
It is also recommended that the organized 
militia bo uniformed by the .state, that a 
terra of service be fixed, after which. the 
person who has performed it, -shall bo ox- 
emt from military duty. Exemptions from 
jury service and poll tax are also. recom- 
mended. 


THE ENROLLED MILITIA. 


The quota of organized militia having 


been raised, it has not.been deemed "advisa- 
ble to incur the expense of a rew enrollment 
during tbe present year. 
Tho sheriff's en- 


rollment of 1862,'affurded a basis approii- 
mate'y correct for obtaining the quotas of 
the several counties, in case.it were no'cen- 
sary to'draft in order to fill-np-the .organ- 
ized militia. By these returns-it-: appears 
that the total number of men subject, to 
military duty from whom men may yet be 
drafted by order of the governor, is 95,- 
812. 


THE YOLTJXTEEB SERVICE. 


The Adjutant General's report of last
